He had flown 
from Atlanta after a day of 
appearances there and in North 
Carolina. 
1' ord says he is reserving 
judgment on the energy bill 
drawn by House-Senate confer­ 
ees “until the conterees put the 
agreement in writing." A draft 
is expected to be completed in 
about a week after resolution of 
some disagreements over what 


was agreed to orally. 
Oil price controls 
expired 
Oct. 1. but because no energy 
plan was completed, a 45-day 
extension was signed into law. 
The controls set the price ol 
per cent ol I S.-produced oil 
at just over one third the m ar­ 
ket price ot uncontrolled oil. If 
agreed 
to. 
the 
compromise 
would replace controls which 
now expire Nov 15. 
The compromise, which Re­ 
publican conferees declined to 
endorse, is expected to produce 
a brief price reduction, then a 
gradual rise until all controls 
are dropped in March 1979. 
Federal Energy Administrator 
Frank Zarb urged Ford to ac ­ 
cept that, but Ford delayed a 
decision. 
“I would hope we could have 
an energy bill that I could sign, 
but it would be very unwise for 
me to make a decision without 
having looked at and read and

It has decided that Prim e Minister Indira 
G andhi’s steamrollin,; tactics to kill charges 
lik'd against her are legal. 
Mrs. Gandhi has been upheld in her action to 
am end India’s constitution to elim inate election 
law provisions she has been fourvi guiltv of 
\ iolating. 
She pushed 
legislation 
through a 
pliable 
parliament 
that simply 
applied 
retrlMctive 
nullification tosections of the law that had her in 
hot water. 
THE TWO violations adm ittedly were of a 
minor 
nature, 
hut 
her subsequent 
actions 
represent a 
gross attack 
upon 
dem ocratic 
principles. 
Apologists for Mrs. Gandhi have defended her 
on the basis that the election law infractions 
w ere minor and all the positive contributions she 
lias engineered from the office of prim e minister 
outweigh her conviction. 
That position m isses the point 
What is in 
question here is not the total record of Mrs. 
Gandhi, but the maintenance of a system of 
governm ent that upholds the principle ot equal 
application <»f the law. 
Mrs. 
Gandhi 
— 
with 
the 
approval 
of 
parliament and the Supreme Court — has placed 
herselt above the law. 
Apologists tor the prim e m inister claim that 
she has acted within the law because the final 
determ ination w as made by India's highest 
court. 
Again they m iss the point. 
The guilt or innocence ot Mrs. Gandhi was not 
the issue before the court. The question was 
wbother or not the prime m inister - with proper 
action by parliam ent 
could have statutes 
rem oved from the current body of law at a tim e 
when she stood convicted of them. 
It is an action worthy of a dictator who has 


assum ed power through a m ilitary takeover. In 
now ay can such an action.reflect positively upon 
a country which prides itself on decades of 
dem ocratic governm ent. 
Some liave defended Mrs. Gandhi on the basis 
thi" is merely one erro r in judgment on her part 
and 
does 
not 
reflect 
a 
trend 
toward 
authoritarianism . 
The record does not back up that position. 
During the period the question has been under 
consideration. Mrs. G andhi's government has 
thrown people in jail on a wholesale basis 
without charges and has censored both dom estic 
and toreign journalists under provisions of the 
‘‘em ergency rule” she instituted. 
T hese a re disquieting developm ents to anyone 
who is aw are and concerned about the shrinking 
island of dem ocratic process in a growing 
nondemocratic world. 
VM) WE might add that it is not m erely 
editorial writers in America and elsewhere who 
art' concerned about w hat is happening in India. 
Prior to the court's decision, attorney Shanti 
Bhushan said: “ We feel that free and fair 
elections art- basic to a democracy. If som e 
elections arc put beyond review by courts, then 
dem ocracy is basically curtailed.” 
That curtailm ent now has the endorsement ol 
Mrs. Gandhi, parliam ent and India's highest 
court.

NEW YORKN(AP) - P reg­ 
nant and unm arried by choice. 
That describes a sm all, but 
grow ing number of Am erican 
m others who w ant children and 
are w illing to raise them with­ 
out fathers. 


t The m ajority of unwed m oth­ 
ers (abou t200.000 annually» are 
teen-agers who choose not to 
term inate an unplanned preg- 
na ncy or surrender the child for 
ad op tion . 
But 
so m e 
old er 
wom en are making deliberate 
decisions to have babies outside 
of m arriage. 


They say they se e them selves 
approaching the end of their 
childbearing years 
(roughly, 
the mid-40s> and are unwilling 
or unable to marry. They say 
their choice to have children is 
m ade easier by growing social 
acceptance of the increasing 
number of single parent fam i­ 
lies, m ost resulting from di­ 
vorce. 


Dr. June Finer. Sally Jam es 
and Karen Em den are three 
such m others who have had 
varying degrees of success as 
single parents. 


“ I never wanted to marry', 
and I will never marry. I don’t 
need any or» to support me, and 
I see nothing but disadvantages 
in getting into a form al legal 
co n tra ct in 
the traditional 
sen se,” said Dr. Finer, a 40- 
year-old unm arried mother erf 
two. 
Dr. Finer, a doctor erf internal 
m edicine, said that during her 
1201 and early 30s she never 
wanted children. She had two 
abortions, the second one at age 
33. 
B ut she said about two years 
later: 
“ I decided I wanted to go 
through that b io lo g ica l e x ­ 
perience erf pregnancy. I want­ 
ed to be involved in that creat­ 
ive process. I knew it would be 
fascinating, interesting and im ­ 
portant I also felt an urgency 
to do it soon because of my 
a g e .” 
It would have been nice to 
have been in love with som eone 
at the time. Dr. Finer said as 
her 5-year-old son Hampton sat 
in her tap and listened to her 
heartbeat with a stethoscope. 


But she said she didn’t think she 
had tim e to w ait for love to 
com e along. 
The first man she asked to 
father her child refused. She 
did not ask the second man. 
She said there w ere som e 
lonely tim es during her preg­ 
nancy with Hampton, but on the 
whole she w as very happy. She 
said friends supported her 
decision. She said she did not 
want to raise an only child. So, 
two. years later, she had a 
daughter. 
“An ego trip? I don’t know,” 
she said. “To som e extent, per­ 
haps it was selfish. But I want 
to live my life honestly.” 
She does not try to conceal 
her unmarried state. 
Dr. Finer has three part-time 
jobs that she schedule's around 
her children’s day care They 
live in a cluttered house in 
Brooklyn. 
The children know they do not 
have a father, 
“ I wonder how- the children 
will do in public schools when 
som eone asks them where their 
daddy is. I worry that they 
might not have sufficient male 
role models. In som e w ays I 
think it s not healthy to have 
only m e to refate to,” said Dr. 
Finer. “Ideally. I’d like to live 
in a com m unal situation so 
there would be lots of adults for 
the kids.” 


Sally Jam es (not her real 
nam e; had alw ays wanted chil­ 
dren but w as opposed to m ar­ 
riage. 
“ I don’t believe in the in­ 
stitution for political reasons, 
and I have no particular inter­ 
est or need for som eone to live 
with m e,” said M iss Jam es, a 
31-year-old M idwesterner now 
living in New York, “ I think 
people 
make different com ­ 
m itm ents in life. Mine was to a 
child, not a husband.” 
She had applied for a foster 
child and single adoption with­ 
out success, “< hi Id less ness was 
very i>amfui for m e so when I 
found out I was pregnant, I was 
delighted,” she said 
Her son w as conceived “un­ 
d er very 
p o sitiv e 
circ u m ­ 
stan ces,” but shortly after his 
birth, Miss Jam es and the fa- 
thei broke up He has not vis­ 
ited his son since. 
She supports herself by baby­ 
sitting and welfare. 
She says she worries about

the banner of pay your debts as 
you go. the United States has 
arrived at a point in history of 
owing more money than all the 
rest of the governm ents of the 
world. 
That is a dangerous position 
in which to be at any time, but 
with world-wide inflation and 
depression, the possibilities for 
total disaster are growing right 
along with our total debt. 
Until theadventof World War 
II. the total expenditures of the 
F ed e ra l. 
S ta te 
and 
local 
governm ents amounted to only 
12 percent of the national gross 
product. T od ay, 
those e x ­ 
pen d itu res 
com e 
to 
a p ­ 
proxim ately 40 percent. 
In 
1964 President Johnson 
told the nation the Federal 
bud get 
w ould 
reach 
the 
a stro n o m ica l sum 
of 
$100 
billion. In 1975 our Federal 
governm ent is spending one 
billion dollars a day. . . or ap­ 
proxim ately $365 billion a year. 
That 
is about $100 billion 
more than is being taken in 
through taxes. That m eans our 
nation al 
debt 
is 
now 
a p ­ 
proxim ately $550 billion and 
authorized to go as high as $615 
billion 
under 
the 
new 
law- 
passed earlier this year by 
Congress. 
It has been estim ated by- 
experts in the field that the 
unfunded ob ligation of the 
Federal governm ent to such 
funds 
a s 
S ocial 
S ecu rity , 
retirem en t for fed era l e m ­ 
p lo y ees. 
e c t.. 
am oun ts 
to 
another $1 trillion. 


THE FIGURES on state and 
local government debt have 
just been released for 1973, and 
they show- that debt on that 
level rose only five percent that 
year compared to 12 percent for 
1972. The total state and local 
governm ent debt stands now at 
$185 billion. 
While this indicates that the 
closer governm ent is to the 
taxpayer, the more frugal it 
tends to be, the facts are that 
A m erica’s 
total 
government 
indebtedness is astronomical 
and dangerous. 
Must Americans have dif­ 
ficulty im agining how much a 
billion dollars amounts to. One 
way you might get a handle on 
the 
idea 
was explained bv 
Senator Harry F. Byrd, Jr., of 
Virginia recently. 
He M id, “ If you were born 
the sam e year as Christ and you 
were born 
with 
one 
billion 
dollars, and if you spent $1,000 
every day since the birth of 
Christ, you would still be a

millionaire many tim es over. 
The budget before us provides 
for $365 billion in fed eral 
spending. That is one billion 
dollars a day.” 
ANOTHER WAY you might 
begin to understand how great 
the indebtedness of our country* 
is. is to figure out your in­ 
dividual share of it. 
It's a 
matter of sim ple arithm etic. 
The $550 billion of National 
debt, plus the $185 billion of 
State and local debt, am ounts to 
a total of $735 billion. There are 
220 million Am ericans, so the 
average share of that debt for 
every man. woman and child 
amounts to $3.340. If you are the 
w age earner in a family- of four, 
then your obligation to the 
national debt stands at $13.360. 
Dropping out the spending at 
the state and local levels, vour 
share of just the 1974 Federal 
budget is enough to scare you to 
death. 
Again, sim ple arith­ 
metic tells the story — $365 
billion, divided by 200 m illion 
co m es 
out 
a p p ro x im a tely 
$1.660, or $4.55 each day, 365 
days a year for each m an, 
woman and child. 
Again, if you are the only 
breadwinner in a fam ily of four, 
your obligation is more than 
$18.00 per day, 365 days a y e a r ., 
. or approxim ately $6,640 for 
1975. Your governm ent at the 
federal level is out of control! 
THERE IS A 
myth going 
around that the rich pay most of 
the taxes and that corporations 
pay the rest. 
Here are the facts: 80 percent 
of all income taxes are paid by 
people making $15.000 per year 
or less. The wealthy, with in­ 
com es 
e x ceed in g 
$100 
thousand, pay less than half of 
one percent because there are 
so few of them. The rem aining 
19'2 percent is paid by the 
people in the $10-100 thousand 
bracket. 
It is high time the Am erican 
people learned that whatever * 
Washington does for us. costs a 
lot more than if we did it for 
ourselves.

Area Produces 
Finest Timber 


TOLEDO. Ohio (AP) - Tim ­ 
ber may not be the biggest crop 
in northwest Ohio and southeast 
Michigan but it has become a 
quality commodity. 
Several firms specializing in 
timber are thriving in the area 


known for its corn, soybeans, 
sugar beets, wheat, tomato and 
cattle. 
Roger A. Herrett. service for­ 
ester in the Ohio Department of 
Natural Resources, said al­ 
though the ac reage of forest is 
limited the timber is of ex­ 
ceptional quality because of 
good soil. 
Herrett’s territory of Wil­ 
liams, Fulton. Lucas, Defiance, 
Henry and Paulding counties 
are only 5 per cent forest, but 
produce some of 
the finest 
quality hardwoods in the state. 
Dave Mooter, attached to the 
forestry division in office in Co­ 
lumbus. said about one-fourth 
of the state, almost six million 
acres, is forest 
Most of them are in smith- 
eastern Ohio where some coun­ 
ties are as much as 50 to 60 rw>r 
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cent forest, he said. Williams 
Gounty is the most heavily for­ 
ested in northwest Ohio, with 
many woodland acres of 15 to 20 
acres. Herrett said. 


The primary draw for timber 
buyers in the Ohio-Michigan 
area is the high-quality oak. 
walnut, sugar maple and ash 
trees, Herrett said. A secon­ 
dary attraction is that Ohio has 
nou law requiring buyers to be 
licensed or bonded 


Herrett advised farm ers to 
visit their service forest repre 
tentative before selling timber 
to determine if the price is fair. 
W ere not trying to dis­ 
courage buyers, just keep them 
legitimate ” he said

By [.awrence E. Lamb, M.D 
DEAR DR LAMB - I have 
a five-hour sugar tolerance 
test and was told I am a mild 
diabetic. I ’m 58 and 5 feet 2. 
I've lost 14 pounds and have 
been able to maintain a 
weight of 120 for five months 
without a rigid diet 
I don’t take insulin or pills 
and was told I need not return 
to the doctor unless I got into 
trouble I ’m mainly interested 
in how eyes are affected by 
diabetes and why 
When I go out to eat or 
travel, it’s hard to stay on a 
sugar-free diet. If I have any 
reaction it is blurring and 
change in my vision, also oc­ 
casional severe headaches 
about 5 a.m. and restless 
pitching all over 


What specific symptoms 
mean trouble that indicates 
more tests, and how severe 
does diabetes have to be to 
cause blindness? I know of 
two cases of very sudden 
blindness where diabetes was 
the cause. Can mild adult 
diabetes cause this? Would 
one teaspoon of sugar on 
cereal in the morning be 
harmful? The substitutes 
leave a terrible taste, and I 
need the cereal for regularity 
I have found. 


D EA R R E A D E R - No 
doubt your doctor thought 
your findings were mild 
enough that he didn’t have to 
give you a definite return 
date. That is good news. You 
should, however, have a check 
up every year, and the status 
of your diabetes, if you have 
diabetes at all. can be 
reevaluated 
You may not 
need another glucose test for 
a general screening. 
Depending on the type of 
response, 
one 
glucose 
tolerance test is often not suf­ 
ficient basis to make a 
diagnosis of diabetes. If you 
want a better understanding 
of the glucose tolerance, send 
in 50 cents for The Health 
Letter number 3-11, Diabetes:

the high blood sugar levels 
seem to be the important fac­ 
tor here. 
It is hard to say if you will 
have eye damage with mild 
diabetes or not. You can have 
high cholesterol levels and 
fatty-cholesterol deposits in 
the arteries with mild 
diabetes In general, though, 
the person who is controlled 
well without high blood sugar 
levels and Is on a diet that 
helps to prevent vascular dis­ 
ease will do better than the 
person not so well managed. 
Try one of the milk sub­ 
stitutes for babies who cannot 
tolerate milk. These canned 
milk substitutes on cereal 
give a slightly sweet taste and 
may solve your sugar problem 
for cereal
